WINTER APPLES 


T. B. LeBow is Elected President' of 
Vulcan Club 


President Jack Wolfe presided at 
the annual meeting of the Vulcan 
Curling Club, held on Thursday night 
last week, and there was a good atten¬ 
dance. The minutes of last annual 
meeting were read and approved, and 
a financial statement showing a cash 
balance was adopted. T. B. LeBow 
was elected president, G. C. Collier 
vice-president, F. Galliker secretary- 
treasurer, and with them, E. J. Char¬ 
ters, R. L. Evans, F. J. Stewart, Jack 
Thompson and J. Wolfe, will consti¬ 
tute the executive. The membership 
fee for the year was fixed at $10.00, 
two dollars less than last year. It 
was decided that the lady curlers 
should bear one-third of the total of 
the expenditure, the same not to ex¬ 
ceed $260.00, and that a fee of $6.00 
per member be required of the lady 
curlers. The Royal Caledonian Curl¬ 
ing Club requested a decision as to 
the raising of the affiliation fee from 
25 cents to $1.00, and the vote was in 
the negative, but they recommended 
that the fee be 50 cents and that all 
members of all clubs be registered. 
Banff curling club presented the ques¬ 
tion of having the bonspiel this year 
at Banff instead of Calgary, but the 
change was not favored. A deputa¬ 
tion from the committee promoting 
the erection of a new rink presented 
their proposals and asked what co¬ 
operation they might expect from the 
curling club in connection with the i 
enterprise. The meeting decided, in 
the event of the scheme materializing, 
to donate the lumber and equipment of 
the present curling rink for use In the 
new building and to pay $700 per sea¬ 
son for two sheets of curling ice and 
the other rink requirements necessary 
to curling. Interest was certainly not 
diminished by the prospect of a new 
rink, and the developments since 
practically assure everybody of a 
great time this winter. If present cal¬ 
culations carry we will be able to put 
on a real bonspiel this season.

WAGE BOARD 


Places and Dates of Sittings of the 
Board 


Plans Prepared for Annual Member¬ 
ship Drive " 


The itinerary of the Minimum Wage 
Board has been finally adopted, and 
the sessions are commencing at Medi¬ 
cine Hat on October 24th. Industries 
of tlie province have been classified 
into sections representing manufac¬ 
turing, office employment, hotel and 
restaurant and personal service, laun¬ 
dries, dyeing and cleaning and retail 
trade. The complete itinerary of the 
sittings of the board is as follows: 
Medicine Hat, October 24th; Leth¬ 
bridge, October 26th; Blairmore, Oct 
26; Drumheller, October 27; Calgary, 
October 30 and 31; Wetaskiwin, Nov. 
1st; Edmonton, November 2 and 3. 


Arrangements have been made to 
hold the Annual Red Cross Drive for 
membership in this province from 
November 5 to 11. Thousands of 
workers will start oqt on the first 
morning of the campaign in the vari¬ 
ous districts of the province and the 
objective wili be as nearly 100 per 
cent of the residents of Alberta as can 
be enrolled. The Red Cross has been 
doing a wonderful work since the war 
which is plainly evident on every 
hand. This work must be carried on, 
as there is still plenty, yet to do. 
Funds arc the one essential in a work 
of this kind, and the object of the 
campaign is to raise enough money to 
tide the Red Cross of Alberta over 
for another year. At the present time 
there are 115 locals of the association 
in Alberta, and in addition there are 
88 active Red Cross committees. It is’ 
these locals and committees that will 
carry on the campaign for members, 
assisted in every possible way by the 
Alberta Headquartprs in Calgary. 
But these branches cannot cover every 
district in the province, and so ar¬ 
rangements are being made to organ¬ 
ize another 200 working committees 
for the campaign. It is hoped to enrol 
fifty thousand senior members this 
year and forty thousand junior mem¬ 
bers. The membership fee is $1.00 for 
seniors and 26 cents for Juniors. The 
campaign this year is to be a finan¬ 
cial one as well as a membership drive 
as a large sum of money is required 
and so every person will be asked to 
give until it hurts.

Away with superstition. It was 
Friday, and the 13th at that, when 
the first effort was made to get the 
money to build a rink, and it was 
only a matter of a few hours when 
more than sixty-five hundred dollars 
was secured for the project—and 
that’s going some. It was first pro¬ 
posed to form a joint stock company 
to promote the scheme, and there were 
many prepared to put their money in¬ 
to it, but later the idea of making it a 
municipal affair was adopted, the cost 
to be paid by the issue of debentures 
of the town. To do this the permis¬ 
sion of the Provincial Utilities Com¬ 
mission was necessary, and to have a 
claim on the board for their consent 
it was considered best to get the 
money first, which- practically means 
that the bonds of the town have been 
sold in advance and the investors are 
our own citizens, and be it said that 
with few exceptions everybody has 
come through. Nothing that we have 
had has been more popular, and the 
contributors include both sexes and 
every class an 1 ? kind at our citizens, a 
result of our community spirit which 
has been cultivated in other lines and 
different ways. Mayor Butchart, D. 
H. Galbraith, M.L.A., O. L. McPher¬ 
son, M.L.A., and Mr. James Lever- 
ington presented the proposition on 
Tuesday to the Utilities Board, and 
it was a glad message from Mayor 
Butchart to The Advocate that an¬ 
nounced the approval of the scheme 
by the board. We do not desire to 
make any of our neighbors jealous, 
but everybody here is certainly 
delighted. And now to the work. 


POPPY DAY 


Will Be Observed in Canada on Satur¬ 
day, November 11th

“Poppy” Day will be held in Canada 
as well as in all the Allied countries 
on Armistice Day, November 11. TTie 
campaign in Alberta will be conduct¬ 
ed by the Provincial Command of the 
Alberta Great War Veterans' Associa¬ 
tion, and the actual selling will be in 
the hands of the various locals 
throughout the province. 

In this connection it is stated that 
there are a number of districts in A1-, 
berta where the veterans are not or¬ 
ganized, and in such instances, as is 
the case in Vulcan, other organiza¬ 
tions will conduct the campaign. The 
poppies will be sold during the week 
preeding Armistice Day. The entire 
proceeds from the fund raised will be 
used to relieve distress among dis¬ 
able returned men and their depen¬ 
dents in the province. Every citizen 
is urged to wear a poppy in honor of 
the men who fought so bravely during 
the Great War and ‘In memory of 
those who lie amid the crosses’.

PUBLIC LECTURES 


About ninety percent of the thresh¬ 
ing in the province is completed, and 
the threshers’ returns have com- 1 
menced to come in to the department. 
Taking these first returns as a whole, 
they are disappointing, and indicate 
that the moderate crop estimate made 
a few weeks ago by Dominion and 
Provincial offices was somewhat high. 
From the figures before us, the es¬ 
timate of 13 bushels of Wheat per 
acre has only been reached \rv the 
averages of the south-western section 
of the province. So far other sections 
reporting are below this figure/ The 
estimate of the oat yields is also 
shown to be too high, and the thresh¬ 
ing returns would indicate that an 
average yield of 16 bushel^ would be 
about the figure. The whole oat crop 
of Alberta will be much under that 
of the past few years. On account of 
drought conditions in some parts of 
the province in the forepart of the 
summer, and with prospects of a short 
food crop, much of the oats were cut 
for green feed. The first damaging 
frost came to the province about the 
10th of the month. This has given 
Alberta a particularly long crop sea¬ 
son, with- the result that in the south 
portion of the province, certain areas 
of oats sown late for green feed have 
matured and will be threshed. Taking 
advantage of continued good weather 
considerable fall plowing is being 
done. The root and vegetable crop, 
not so heavy as in recent years, is be¬ 
ing harvested in good condition. One 
thing indicated by the threshers’ re¬ 
turns from all sections, is that in a 
season of such peculiar climatic condi¬ 
tions as we have had in 1922, that
